Eneral Werzei, one of the Officers of 
the Imperial Troops that are detach’d 
for Naples, arriv’d bere fome Days ago 
and has had Audience of the Pope. 
Tis fear’d by this Court, that the Im 
ial Officers are order’d to affert the Pretentions of 
the Court of Vienna relating to the Feudataries of 
the Church, by obliging the Roman aid o.her Ba- 
rons to acknowledge the Emperour for their Sove- 
raign, and to receive from him the Inveftiture of 
ther Fiefs, conformably to the Decla:ation made 
on that Subje& by Count Martinirz when he was 
Ambaffador here in the Time of Pope Innocent XII. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Juhy 9 
Rome, June 11. A Bridge of Boats 1s laid over the 
Tiber near Monterotondo, for the German Troups 
that are on the March for the Kingdom of N-ples. 
Order is given for their being fubfifted on their Rou: ; 
and thufe that have Lordthips, as well as tbe Corpora- 
tions of Places, are commanded to canfe the Provi- 
fions, Refrefhments, and Forrage they are to furnith, 
to be carry’d to them at their own Expence. Troops 
are come into this City from feveral Parts of the 
Ecclefiaftical State, to reinforce the ordinary Guard ; 
and new Levies are making. Provitions and Am- 
munition are put into the Caftle of St. anes be- 
caufe notwithftanding the reiterated Promiles made 
by the Emperour’s Officers, the Exampie of what 
the People have fuffer’d in the Places where the 
Imperial Troops have pafs'd, gives Ground co fear 
Diforder. They write from Naples, thax the Vice- 
toy has difpos'd the Troops of that City according 
to its Quarters, and the chief of the Nobility wiil 
have the Command of them; that the Barons are 
railing Men, each on his own Eftate; and that 
Gaeta, Capua, and the Caftles, are furnith'd with 
Cannon, Provifions, and Ammunition. The Garri- 
fon of Gaeta 1s compus'’d of vereran Spanith Troops, 
and 20 Pieces of Cannon are fent thither. The 
Princeof Gaftighone is gone rc Capua with 2 Re- 
giments of Dragoons. which will be at Hand to 
draw to Naples ori Occafidn ; and the Duke of Atri 
1s with a Body of Troops on the Frontiers of the 
bruzzo. 
From the Antw. Cour. & Amft. Gaz. July 8 & 12. 
Naples, June 14. Collonel Villezana, who was 
ent to Palermo to defire Succours of the Marquis 
de Bedmar Viceroy of Sicily, is return’d with 
Excufes from that Viceroy for not furnithing fuch 
Succours, Our Viceroy has caus'd 800 Banditi

The Viceroy of Naples has not only demanded 
Paffag: for bis Troops through the KEcclefiftanal 
Territories ; it hereatter he fhail have Occafion ; 
and the Lown of Palliano for a Place of Arms; 
but rhe Inveftuure of the Kingdom of Naples for 
King Phihp. Between his Demands and ihofe of 
the Impcrialifts this Court is not a little perplex'd, 
being willing to be eafy with both Partiss. 

Vicnna, June 29. The Earl of Peterborow arriv'd 
here from Italy the 20ch Inftant. The fame Day 
the Duke d Elbzuf fet out from hence for the King- 
dom ot Naples, and General Count Fels for Pie- 
mont to ferve under Prince Eugene. We have Ad- 
vice, that the Party for the Houfe of Auftria in 
the Kingdom of Naples, infift that the Pope he 

refs'a to give the Inveftirure of that Kingdom to 

ing Charles IJI, to the End that if the Expedi- 
tion thither do not produce a Revolution as is ex- 
peed, they may not be treated as Rebels. ‘Tis 
the general Opinion, that Count Martinitz who is 


gone\to Naples, is to take Direction from Cardinal. 
Grimani in the Management of Affairs in that King- — 


dom ; and that therefore the faid Count will nor 
make a long ftay there. The Army under Count 
Guido Staremberg, lies between Seret and Newhcu- 
fel, waiting for Artillery and Ammunition with 
which ro attack that Place, which the Malecontents 
give cuc they will defend vigoroufly. advis'’d 


from the faid Army, that Count Jofeph Efterhafi be- 


ing fent out with a Party of 1oco Men, took in a 
Village a Captain of Horfe, a Lieutenant and 2 Sol- 
diers of the Malecontents ; who being examin’d by 
Order of Count Staremberg, confirm’d, that there 
had been great DivifGions and Quarrels between the 
Malecontents in the Diet at Onod ; with thefe Par- 
ticulars, viz. That Count Berezeni drew his Scimi- 
ter, and gave the firft Wound to Chriftopher the 
Son of Paul Ockolizani, who was cut in Pieces, 
and left 3 Days unburied before ¢be Tent of the 
Country ; that the Day following the 2 Vicounts of 
Arva and Turacz were beheaded, and Paul Ocko- 
lizani with 19 others of the Nobility laid in 
Irons. And by the laft Letters from our Army we 
are cold, that the faid Ockolizani has been impal'd 
alive. Ocher Advices from Hungary fay, that Prince 
Ragotski appearing in the Aff.mbly at Onoth, the 
Malecontents there fignified to him that they were 
weary of the War, and murmur’d that no other 
than Copper-Money was current in the Country ; 
whereupon be plainly told them, that feeing he was 
like to be ill fupported, he would make his own 
Peace with the Emperour, and leave them to them- 
felvet to carry on the War without Money, and 
therewith be threw his Simiter on the Ground, and 
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bid them farewell ; at this they were fo mov’d, that 
they graaced his Demand of 4 Miltons and 200000 
Florins io Money, or the 6a Pare of the Money 
ot che wiole Kingdom. Count Schlick arriv’d here 
from Icaly the 27h Inftant. Count Palfi having 
brought a Body of 4 or §so000 Croatians into the 
Neighbourhood of Neuttad, is himfelf come to 
Coucr. Count Raburin will not take on bim the 
Command of the Troops defign'd for ranfilvania, 
till che Sum of Money promisd him for che Exped» 
tion b+ advancd. Count Wratiflaw, Chaneeitor of 
B heimia, is appointed to go to the King of Swe- 
den, to relieve Count Sinzendorf.
